ANGRY gardeners are 
digging for victory in a 
battle to overcome a 
chronic shortage of council 
allotments in Weymouth 
and Portland. 

Latest figures show there 
are nearly 500 requests 
from people waiting for an 
allotment in the borough. 

A full size plot covers 
252 square metres and 
Government guidelines 
recommend a ratio of 58 
per 1,000 households. 

With 29,000 local house¬ 
holds it should mean that 
Weymouth and Portland 
residents have 104 acres 
available to plant their 
vegetables and flowers, 
but gardeners claim there 
is nothing like that amount 
of allotment land. 

Westham Crossroads Al¬ 
lotments Association co¬ 
ordinator Kris Smith said 
Government reports un¬ 
derlined a need for coun¬ 
cils to provide more 
allotments while Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland’s own 
2008 member review 
group said allotments 
should be given a higher 
priority. 

Mr Smith said: “We want 
action because there are 
numerous parliamentary 
allotment acts going back 
to 1908 which give people 
the right to demand allot¬ 
ments. 

“These acts are still in 
force and we urge every¬ 
one on the allotment wait¬ 
ing list and others who 
would like an allotment to 
contact their local council¬ 
lor and demand that their 
rights be met.” 


Section 23 of the 1908 
Small Holdings and Allot¬ 
ments Act makes it “the 
express duty” of every 


local authority except 
county councils who have 
a demand for allotments in

FATHER-of-five Mark Mabey lives in Nether- 
bury with his wife and children. 

He was brought up in Southampton and at¬ 
tended King Edward VI School before training 
as a chartered quantity surveyor over a num¬ 
ber of years with day release attendance at 
Southampton College of Further Education. 

He has worked in the private sector and pub¬ 
lic sector as well as the in-between housing as¬ 
sociation sector and currently works for 
Magna as head of development. 

Mark had an interesting spell at work for Lon¬ 
don Underground in fire safety improvement, 
following the King's Cross fire in the late 1980s. 

His hobbies and interests include fishing, 
travelling, history and tracing his family tree. 
He has traced his family back to both Nether- 
bury (18th century) and Powerstock (17th cen¬ 
tury). 


■ WHAT does your job involve? 

I head a team of about a dozen staff who are responsible 
for the new house building programme across Magna 
Housing Group. So a combination of line management 
of staff as well as working with Directors and non-exec¬ 
utive members on the development strategy and financial 
implications of being an active affordable housing busi¬ 
ness. My day-to-day work at the moment includes get¬ 
ting our team revenue budget and new housing capital 
budgets prepared for next year. 

■ WHAT is the best part of your job? 

Visiting live building sites, which I do less often now 
than I used to. An active site has quite a buzz to it and 
meeting new residents who have just moved into their 
new homes. The latter is what our work is all about. 

■ WHAT schemes are you currently working on? 

My team is working on a number of projects. The most 
local to Bridport is the site at Dibdin View (Flaxhayes) 
for 57 new homes’ which should be complete next 
spring. 

■ WHAT would be your dream job? 

Running a post office in rural New Zealand - being a 
combination of a childhood desire to run a post office 
and an evolving desire to live in New Zealand. 

■ WHERE is the best place you have visited? 

I’ve been fortunate enough to visit many countries and 
recently spent five months away from work travelling 
with my family so a difficult one to answer - but perhaps 



the most unusual place - because of what is there - is 
Moeraki on the east coast of New Zealand’s South Island. 
The beach there is strewn with crystal-filled circular boul¬ 
ders that are ‘conceived’ underground and ‘born’ often 
via the cliffs onto the beach. 

■ WHERE would you still like to go? 

China - our plane had an abortive take-off from Hong 
Kong last year and so we spent an unexpected night in 
Hong Kong which has whetted my appetite to see more 
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of what is in my view the real China. 

■ WHICH football team do you support and what 
are their chances this season? 

I’ve supported Tottenham Hotspur since the early 1970s 
and I’m glad to say that I think this year ‘we’ can finish 
in the top five securing a place in European Competition 
next year. It’s about time they won the FA Cup again - so 
fingers crossed on that one. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party and why? 

Nikola Tesla - a very clever man who could tell us how 
to sort out our future energy needs. 

Michelangelo di Lodovico Buonarroti Simoni or Mike 
to his friends - another man way ahead of his time - 
would love to hear what he would be working on now if 
he was still alive. 

Ronnie Rosenthal - an ex-professional footballer who 
had a short spell with Spurs - so I could chat about Spurs 
but also say that I would have scored against Aston Villa 
when he managed to miss an open goal from about two 
yards out. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

I’m reading a book about the origins of Freemasonry - 
lots of thought provoking ideas linking ancient stories to 
modern belief systems and how and when what we know 
today as Freemasons may have evolved. The last film was 
Stranger than Fiction, courtesy of a work colleague, 
classed as a comedy but found quite an interesting con¬ 
cept. Worth a view but do not expect too many laugh out 
loud moments. The last CD was a home-made compila¬ 
tion courtesy of my teenage daughters including Justin 
Bieber who is apparently a well-known Canadian singer.

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Judgement expected soon 
on town green showdown

A SMALL group of resi¬ 
dents fighting to save one 
of Weymouth’s last town 
greens could receive a 
judgement within days on 
their courtroom battle 
with a large development 
company. 

To date The Society for 
the Protection of Mark¬ 
ham and Little Francis has 


been forced to hold 
fundraisers and rely on 
donations to pay its huge 
legal fees during the 
courtroom fight against 
Betterment Property 
(Weymouth) Ltd. 

The David versus Go¬ 


liath style showdown, 
which could change case 
law forever, is set to a 
cost the society around 
£40,000. 

Their battle to save one 
of Weymouth’s most im¬ 
portant open spaces, re¬ 


ceived a boost and show 
of support this week from 
The Open Spaces Society 
to the tune of £5,000. 

The case was heard for 
six days in Weymouth and 
three days in London. 

Despite an order by 
Dorset County Council in 
2001, which was sup¬ 
posed to protect the 46

acre area, the Society for 
the Protection of 
Markham and Little Fran¬ 
cis and has been fighting 
to stave off BP (Wey¬ 
mouth) Ltd , who bought 
the land in 2004. 

A legal technicality has 
meant the property devel¬ 
opment company seeking 
to have the legal town 
green status removed 
through the high court, 
and so pave the way to 
build on the land. 

The town green forms 
part of the 100 acres of 
the open green area be¬ 
tween Chickerell Road, 
Lanehouse Rocks Road 
and Wyke Road. 

This area, which is used 
extensively for recre¬ 
ational purposes by the 
local community, was 
identified in the Decem¬ 
ber 2005 Weymouth and 
Portland Local Plan as an 
important open gap. 

The court case will be 
the culmination of tena¬ 
cious activity by a Wey¬ 
mouth resident, Joan 
Horne, which led to a 
public hearing in 2001 re¬ 
sulting in the order by 
DCC. 

Society member, Jill 
Taylor, who last year 
campaigned for the cause 
on the fourth plinth in 
Trafalgar Square, said: 
“We had to take Better¬ 
ment to court because 
they wanted free range to 
do whatever they wanted 
on the green, obviously 
subject to planning per¬ 
mission, which has a long 
way to go. 

“To win the case would 
mean the public will still 


have access to and use of 
the green, which is one of 
the last big open spaces 
in Weymouth. 

“It’s a wildlife corridor, 
it has tree preservation 
orders on it and is of spe¬ 
cial conservation interest. 
It is a hugely important 
space for Weymouth. 

“People currently use it 
for dog walking because, 
since the restrictions 
started in Weymouth, 
there are very few places 
to walk your dog and cer¬ 
tainly the green is one of 
the few left in the town. 

“Our barrister hasn’t 
told us much but we are 
hopeful of a positive out¬ 
come to this.” 

The Open Spaces Soci¬ 
ety has been invaluable to 
the group since its incep¬ 
tion, offering support and 
guidance including put¬ 
ting them in touch with a 
solicitor who specialises 
in the particular area of 
the law required for this 
case. 

Mrs Taylor continued: 
“The society has been in¬ 
valuable to be quite hon¬ 
est. The money will go 
toward our legal costs.” 

The Society for the Pro¬ 
tection of Markham & 
Little Francis was re-es¬ 
tablished in early March 
2008 to help defend the 
status of Town Green. 

A spokesman from Bet¬ 
terment Property (Wey¬ 
mouth) Ltd refused to 
comment on the court 
case or their intentions 
for the land if the com¬ 
pany were to win the 
court case.

their area “to provide a sufficient number of them and 
then to let them to persons resident in the area”. 

Mr Smith said: “We want more allotments, we want a 
higher council priority for them and we want allotments 
included in future council development contribution pol¬ 
icy. 

“It is also not just about allotments but allotments that 
everyone can use including disabled people because the 
Westham allotments are very difficult if not impossible 
for disabled gardeners. People can hardly get a car up 
here so how are wheelchairs supposed to cope?” 

A spokesman for Weymouth and Portland council said: 
“The council has recognised the provision of allotments 
as a priority in the open spaces section of the draft Local 
Development Framework. 

“The plan will be submitted to Government which will 
carry out a public examination and we would hope to re¬ 
ceive approval by 2012.”

A MEMORIAL has been unveiled at 
Portland Marina to commemorate 29 
sailors who lost their lives when a 
liberty boat sank in the harbour. 

They were returning to the aircraft 
carrier HMS Illustrious in 1948 
when their craft sank 60 yards away 
in bad weather. 

A dedication service for the memo¬ 
rial was conducted by the Chaplain 
of the Fleet, the Venerable John 
Green. 

The unveiling was carried out by 
the First Sea Lord, Admiral Sir Mark 
Stanhope in front of over 120 mem¬ 
bers of the HMS Illustrious Associ¬ 
ation including survivors of the 
tragedy and relatives of those who 
died plus many other invited guests 
including HM. Lord Lieutenant of 
Dorset, Mrs Anthony Pitt-Rivers. 

Also present were representatives 
from the Royal Naval Associations, 
the Royal National Lifeboat Institu¬ 
tion, the Sea Cadets, Portland Ma¬ 
rina and Albion Stone as well as a 
platoon of 29 sailors from the cur¬ 
rent, and fifth, HMS Illustrious. 

Alf Lowe, who was awarded the 
George Cross for his bravery in his 
efforts to rescue the Midshipman 
that night, came from New Zealand 
to be present at the ceremony which 
concluded with a Royal Marine band 
performing Beat Retreat. 

There was also a fly-past salute 
from Seahawk and Swordfish air¬ 


craft of the Fleet Air Arm Historic 
Flight, and Lynx helicopters from 
702 and 815 Naval Air Squadrons, 
one of whom dropped a wreath at 
the position where the liberty boat 
sank. 

The stricken liberty boat belonged 
to the fourth HMS Illustrious which 
was one of the most distinguished 
warships of the Second World War. 


Her first theatre of action was the 
Mediterranean in defence of the 
Malta convoys and where, on the 
November 11th, 1940, 20 Swordfish 
aircraft attacked the Italian Naval 
Base at Taranto.They inflicted se¬ 
vere damage on the Italian Fleet and 
helped to tip the balance of Mediter¬ 
ranean Sea power in favour of the 
Allies.

Weymouth blacksmith 
takes a step back in time 


A BLACKSMITH from 
Sutton Poyntz, near Wey¬ 
mouth, is missing his trav¬ 
els through time, having 
left his Victorian life, pe¬ 
riod clothing and mutton 
pies behind. 

Kingston Maurward Col¬ 
lege lecturer Simon Grant- 
Jones is one of the stars in 
BBC One’s brand new se¬ 
ries “Turn Back Time - The 
High Street”, which started 
this week. 

A group of modern-day 
shopkeepers - a baker, a 
butcher, an ironmonger and 
a grocer - set up shop in the 
picturesque market square 
of Shepton Mallet in Som¬ 
erset. 

Simon and his fellow 
traders completely im¬ 
mersed themselves in the 
lives of their trades, living 
and working exactly how 
they would have done dur¬ 
ing the last century, chart¬ 
ing how their lifestyles and 
shops change. 

Beginning in the Victo¬ 
rian era the show passes 
through Edwardian and 
war time before concluding 
in the retail frenzy of the 
1970s. 

“I loved every single 
minute of it,” said Simon, 


46, who teaches forgework 
at the Dorchester based 
campus - and was the 
show’s ironmonger. 

Simon has his own forge 
at his home in Sutton 
Poyntz and this year be¬ 
came the new National 
Champion Blacksmith 
after putting his work be¬ 
fore judges in qualifying 
agricultural shows. 

“I’m really interested in 
history so jumped at the 
chance to live it for real.” 

Simon spent four weeks 
filming the show in five- 


day segments, returning 
briefly to his 21 st century 
life while the programme 
makers dressed the ‘High 
Street’ set for the next his¬ 
torical period. 

“If I could have stayed in 
the Victorian era I would 
have, even though it was a 
hard life,” he said. 

“The best part of the ex¬ 
perience was discovering a 
long lost sense of commu¬ 
nity spirit. 

“We were all like one big 
family. That feeling of 
community had been lost 


in this day and age and 
that’s very sad.” 

Simon appears in the 
first four episodes. By the 
1960s blacksmiths had dis¬ 
appeared from British high 
streets, but Simon stresses 
his is not a profession 
under threat. 

“People are under the il¬ 
lusion these arts are dying 
out. But I specialise in 
things like making tools 
for traditional craftsmen 
and we have to be good at 
what we do.”

Having a solar photo voltaic system installed means that 
It is realistic to be able to generate around 40% of your 
total electricity requirements, that is a big saving, especially 
as the cost of electricity is likely to increase over the com¬ 
ing years. Couple this saving with the money that you can 
earn due to the government backed feed in tariff scheme 


(FIT's). The feed in tariff scheme means that customers ac¬ 
tually get paid for generating their own electricity. For a 
system installed on an existing building in a domestic sit¬ 
uation, the owner of the equipment can look forward to 
being paid 41.3 pence for every unit of electricity that they 
generate, whether they use it themselves or not. A unit of 
electricity means 1 kilowatt hour. Using a 1 kW heater for 
1 hour would use 1 kW hour (1 unit) or using a 3kW kettle 
for 20 minutes would use the same 1 kW hour (1 unit) To 
buy a unit of electricity from your electricity supplier typi¬ 
cally costs between 11 and 14 pence, depending on your 
supplier and tariff. The feed in tariff is only payable to cus¬ 
tomers who used a micro generation certification scheme 


(MCS) registered installer. 

The feed in tariff scheme pays 41.3p per unit generated 
whether the customer uses the electricity or not, so if you 
generated the unit and use it yourself you would get the 
41.3p and you would save a further 11 -14p because you 
did not need to buy the electricity from your supplier. 
There is also an added bonus in that any electricity that you 
generate but don't use, gets sold back to your supplier for 
an extra 3pence per unit. 

Because the feed in tariff scheme has been guaranteed 
for 25 years, and it is indexed linked to ensure that the re¬ 
turns remain the same in line with inflation, it can make 
the system a worthwhile long term investment, where the

cost of installation can be recovered still leaving many 
years of pure profit. The investment opportunity has 
caused quite a stir in the financial sector with favourable 
comments from people such as Martin Lewis The money 
saving expert'. The technology is not in-expensive and a 
large system could cost as much as a family car. However 
most family cars won't last for 25 years and give a lifetime 
return of up to 3 times their initial cost. 

This type of technology involves having a series of panels 
(known as modules) typically fitted to your roof. The mod¬ 
ules convert the energy from sun light into electricity in a 
d.c.(direct current) form, which is then fed through an in¬ 
verter to convert it to a.c (alternating current) and then 
into your consumer unit or fuse board to power your elec¬ 
trical devices.

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Opportunity for farmers to diversify 



A DORSET farm has experienced its first successful sea¬ 
son of trading after applying for a grant through Business 
Link to create an onsite “glamorous camping” facility. 

East Shilvinghampton Farm, on the Jurassic Coast near 
Weymouth, opened its new facility - also known as 
“glamping” — in June after applying for funding from the 
Rural Development Programme for England through 
Business Link South West’s Rural Team. 

The campsite is run by family partnership T W G 
Bartlett & Son as part of a national chain called Feather 
Down Farm Days which specialises in bespoke camping 
holidays on farms across the UK. 

Martin Bartlett, who runs the farm with his wife Joby 
and parents Tom and Sheila, said: “In recent years the 
level of return through the industry has made us carefully 
consider all our options including the pros and cons of ex¬ 
panding the herd. In the end we took the incredibly hard 
decision to give up dairying and researched new ven¬ 
tures.” 

Due to the location of East Shilvinghampton Farm cre¬ 
ating a tourism strand alongside the farming seemed a nat¬ 
ural progression. Partnering with Feather Down Farms 
meant the family was be able to diversify whilst having 
the help and support of a national chain which led to a 
very busy first season. 

Martin said: “The tourism facilities we now have onsite 
are just part of our business. Although we no longer have 
milking cows, we are still a working farm with a beef 
suckler herd, heifer rearing for another dairy farmer, and 
crops including wheat, oil seed rape and maize. We also 
now have a private B&B and holiday let.” 

Business Link rural adviser Tim Bowden helped the 
farm assess its diversification options, as well as looking 
at various grants which could help fund the project. 

Tim said: “The RDPE Programme was a natural fit for 
East Shilvinghampton Farm. The grant funds diversifica¬ 
tion in the farming industry and there is over £150 million 
of funding available across the south west region which 
we would urge more farmers to apply for.” 

The grant, which was match funded by the farm, paid 


for the infrastructure for the camping facilities, including 
adapting a field, planting trees, adding mains water and 
treatment plants, a shower room, and an ‘honesty’ shop, 
which stocks local produce, and beef from the farm which 


visitors buy by writing down what they’ve taken and pay¬ 
ing at the end of their stay. 

Tim said: “Farmers across the region have been 
awarded funding for projects as varied as green burial 


sites, farm shops, cheese making machinery, worm farms 
and converting disused farm buildings into offices. The 
programme is a fantastic opportunity for farmers of any 
discipline.”

personal favourite charity 


G unner Mark 
Stonelake, of 29 
Commando Regi¬ 
ment, Royal Artillery, 
had his left leg ampu¬ 
tated in December 2008 
in Afghanistan, when 
the vehicle he was driv¬ 
ing hit a roadside bomb. 

As well as losing a leg, 
the blast also left him 
with a badly damaged 
right foot, fractured 
back, broken bones in 
both legs and broken 
nose, jaw and teeth. 

A friend and colleague 
also in the vehicle at the 
time has been left per¬ 
manently brain-dam- 
aged by the incident, 
and has to communicate 
through a computer. 

Mark is still serving in 
the British Armed Forces, 
along with his fiancee 
Donna Canty, an Able 
Seaman in the Royal

The Royal British Legion has commit¬

greens, and purples are 
cool colors because 
they have a relaxing 
and calming affect. In 
general warm colors 
work well in places 
where there should be 
activity and interaction, 
like the kitchen and liv¬ 
ing room, and cool col¬ 
ors are most 
appreciated in rooms 
where the aim is relax¬ 
ation and calmness, like 
the bedroom and bath¬ 
room. 

That’s not to say you 
can’t mix things up and 
put a relaxing color 
somewhere busy -- my 
mom has green in her 
living room and it’s still 
the lively hub of the 
house, although I do 
find the walls relaxing 
to look at. Here are 
some basics about each 
of the major color 
groups: 

Red is the most emo¬ 
tionally intense of all 
the colors and is known 
to raise the heart rate, 
increase blood pressure, 


and speed up breath¬ 
ing. It draws the eye so 
is often used for accents 
only, although because 
it also stimulates the ap¬ 
petite it can be a good 
choice for the walls of a 
formal dining room 
(and restaurants). 

Yellow speeds the me¬ 
tabolism, enhances 
concentration, and in¬ 
spires optimism and 
happiness. If over-used, 
however, it can become 
too stimulating and can 
instead lead people to 
become tense and 
crabby. 

Blue One of the most 
popular "favorite” col¬ 
ors, blue has the oppo¬ 
site effect of red: it 
calms, relaxes, inspires 
tranquility, and sup¬ 
presses appetite. The 
downside of blue is that 
it can come off as cold 
or depressing. Blue is 
often used in bedrooms 
and studies. 

Green is similar to 
blue but more versatile. 
It does not suppress ap¬ 


petite (perhaps because 
so many foods in nature 
are green) and in its 
lighter shades can be 
both cheerful and relax¬ 
ing. 

Violet is one of the 
most unpredictable col¬ 
ors in that people react 
unpredictably to it. It 
can seem artificial and 
intense, or very roman¬ 
tic and sophisticated. In 
general children re¬ 
spond better to shades 


of purple than adults. 

White is bright, fresh, 
and neutral so it goes 
with everything. White 
enhances natural light 
and makes things ap¬ 
pear clean. Too much 
white, however, can be¬ 
come stark and sterile. 

Brown is earthy, 
warm, and calming. It 
implies feelings of thick¬ 
ness and strength and 
pairs well with most 
other colors.

MAKING your own cushions is a fantastic way to recycle old materials for a 
new, functional purpose. If you need replacement cushions , or are thinking 
up a new interior design scheme > why not opt for making your own bespoke 
cushions? 

Getting Started 

If you want to learn to make your own cushions, a simple square cushion is 
the easiest way to get started. But just because it's simple doesn't mean it can't 
be beautiful. You have design choices even with square cushions. You cushion 
can be enhanced with standard piping, ruched trim, applique designs, even 
tassels and fringing. 

Foam for the inside of your cushion is available in a range of pre-measured 
sizes. 

Cushion Making Instructions 

Here are the steps to make your own cushions: 

1 .To make the cover, begin by measuring the foam pad. Add an inch to each 
measurement.This will give you a half-inch allowance on all sides. 

2. Cut two pieces of fabric to these measurements. This will give you two 
identical square pieces of fabric. 

3. Pin the two pieces of fabric together, making sure that the finished side of 
both pieces is facing in. In other words, you are assembling the cover "inside 
out." 

4.Sew around three edges and all four corners, but leave one edge open. 

5. Now, turn the fabric "right side out" and insert the foam. 

6. Turn under the edges of the opening to match the other edges and slip- 
stitch (a slipstitch is a concealed stitch used for sewing folded edges). 

7. Now you can add embellishments like piping or fringe if you wish. Other 
options include adding a zipper or leaving an opening so you can remove 
the cushion cover for cleaning. 

Once you master this simple type of cushion, you can branch out into other 
designs and techniques.

FROM her Calendar of Sonnets (published in 
America in 1886) this is Helen Jackson's verse 
for November. 

NOVEMBER 

This is the treacherous month when autumn days 
With summer's voice come bearing summer's gifts. 

Beguiled, the pale down-trodden aster lifts 
Her head and blooms again. The soft, warm haze 
Makes moist once more the sere and dusty ways, 
And, creeping through where dead leaves lie 
in drifts, 

The violet returns. Snow noiseless sifts 
Ere night, an icy shroud, which morning's rays 
Will idly shine upon and slowly melt, 

Too late to bid the violet live again. 

The treachery, at last, too late, is plain; 

Bare are the places where the sweet flowers dwelt. 
What joy sufficient hath November felt? 
What profit from the violet's day of pain? 

AS we approach the 92nd anniversary of 
Armistice Day it is an appropriate time to 
have a poem written by a soldier. Some time 
ago I visited a regimental website and found 
these comments: "It’s the Military, not the re¬ 
porter who has given us the freedom of the 
Press. It’s the Military, not the poet who has 
given us the freedom of speech. It's the Mili¬ 
tary, not the politicians that ensures our right 
to Life, Liberty, and the pursuit of Happiness. 
It's the Military, that salutes the flag, that 


serves beneath it, whose coffins are draped 
by it." On the same website was this poem, 
written by an unknown soldier. 

THE FINAL INSPECTION 

The soldier stood and faced his God, 
Which must always come to pass. 

He hoped his shoes were shining, 

Just as brightly as his brass. 

'Step forward now, you soldier, 

How shall I deal with you? 

Have you always turned the other cheek? 

To My Church have you been true?' 

The soldier squared his shoulders and said, 
'No, Lord, I guess I ain't 
Because those of us who carry guns, 

Can't always be a saint. 

I've had to work most Sundays, 

And at times my talk was tough. 

And sometimes I've been violent, 
Because the world is awful rough. 

But, I never took a penny, 

That wasn't mine to keep... 

Though I worked a lot of overtime, 

When the bills got just too steep. 

And I never passed a cry for help, 
Though at times I shook with fear. 


And sometimes, God, forgive me, 

I've wept unmanly tears. 

I know I don't deserve a place, 

Among the people here. 

They never wanted me around, 

Except to calm their fears. 

If you've a place for me here, Lord, 

It needn't be so grand. 

I never expected or had too much, 

But if you don't, I'll understand. 

There was a silence all around the throne, 
Where the saints had often trod. 

As the soldier waited quietly, 

For the judgment of his God. 

'Step forward now, you soldier, 

You've borne your burdens well. 

Walk peacefully on Heaven's streets; 
You've done your time in Hell.'

DSA to stop publishing questions used in theory tests 


THE Driving Standards 
Agency is to stop publishing 
the multiple choice ques¬ 
tions and answers used in 
theory tests, Road Safety 
Minister Mike Penning an¬ 
nounced today. 

This will help to ensure 


that new drivers learn the 
principles behind driving 
theory rather than just 
learning answers. 

The move follows the in¬ 
troduction of independent 
driving into the driving test 
and the DSA's decision to 


stop publishing test routes 
in October 2010, to make 
sure the test assesses a 
learner's ability to drive and 
not their capacity to memo¬ 
rise routes. 

Mike Penning said: 

"The driving theory test 


should help to prepare driv¬ 
ers for real life on the road - 
good driving is not just 
about vehicle-handling 
skills, but also about having 
the knowledge and under¬ 
standing of safe driving the¬ 
ory.

RYAN Moss continued his excellent run 
of good form by notching the winner in 
added time to complete a hat-trick of 
Blue Square Bet South victories for 
Dorchester Town and lift them up to 
14th place. 

It is almost two years since the Mag¬ 
pies won three league games on the 
spin and means they have now taken 
13 points from their last five matches- 

After a goalless first-half, Danny Ings 
gave them the lead on 56 minutes, but 
it looked like the county town would 
have to settle for a point until Moss 
picked up a ball out of defence to beat 
his marker and fire past the advancing 
Louis Wells. 

Manager Ashley Vickers was forced 
into one change with Gary Bowles re¬ 
placing Scott Guyett in the centre of de¬ 
fence following the former Yeovil Town 
player's sudden exit from The Avenue to 
take up a job at Crystal Palace. 

Danny Ings fired into the side netting 
in the sixth minute after cutting in from 
the right before Moss had a wonderful 
opportunity to put the Magpies ahead 
on 18 minutes when he charged down 
Wells attempted clearance but then 
failed to put the ball in a virtually un¬ 
guarded net. 

Wells was kept busy as he had to turn 
Steve Devlin's 20 yard free- 

kick around the post before Jamie 
Gleeson blasted the ball over the top 
after neatly bringing the ball under con¬ 
trol. 

Both sides had appeals for penalties 
turned down, but the first-half closed 
scoreless. 

The Swans chances were few and far 
between but Leroy Griffiths had a 
chance five minutes after the break but 
completely miscued his shot. 

Moss'acceptance to continually chase 
balls down paid dividends eleven min¬ 
utes after the break when Wells made a 
hash of an attempted clearance. 

Moss caught the ball before it crossed 
the byeline and rolled it across the face 
of the goal for Ings to tap home and 
give Dorchester the lead. 

It was an error in the Magpies defence 
that gave Staines their equaliser soon 
after when Nathan Walker misjudged 
the speed of the ball played beyond 
him by Griffiths, allowing Andre Scarlett 
to nip between him and keeper Simon 
Evans to score. 

Such was Dorchester's dominance 
that Evans' only duty of the afternoon 
was to pick the ball out of the net. 

Moss' late winner was no more than 
Dorchester deserved and they now 
have a chance to climb to midtable re¬ 
spectability if they can beat Bishop's 
Stortford, who are immediately below 
the Magpies in the table and visit The 
Avenue on Saturday.

Football festival to celebrate 
new hi-tech supergrass pitch 


YOUNG footballers from West Dorset 
will be taking part in a festival of foot¬ 
ball to test out the district's new third 
generation artificial pitch. 

The state-of-the-art surface at Dorch¬ 
ester's Thomas Hardye Leisure Centre is 
filled with rubber crumbs and able to 
withstand more intensive use than a 
traditional grass pitch. It also needs 
lower maintenance and isn't affected by 
severe weather conditions. 

On Saturday, November 6th, youth 
teams from Dorchester, Bere Regis and 
Puddletown will take part in a series of 
mini football matches and FA skill 
coaches and players from Dorchester 
Town Football Club will be on hand to 
help the aspiring footballers improve 
their technique. 

The Magpies will be using the new 
pitch as the main training facility for the 
first team. The district council has been 
working with the club and other local 
teams to increase the number of young 
people playing football. 

The surface, which meets interna¬ 
tional football authorities' standards, 
has been designed to improve player 
comfort, minimise injuries and reduce 
ball bounce. 

The new supergrass can be used by 
the community and bookings can be 
made by contacting the leisure centre. 
Students at Thomas Hardye School will 
also be using the new pitch as part of 
their PE lessons. 

West Dorset District Council Chairman 
Ronald Coatsworth will officially open 
the new pitch and give out certificates 
to those taking part in the festival. 

Cllr Coatsworth said: "We are de¬ 


lighted that West Dorset residents and 
local teams such as Dorchester Town 
Football Club and the local youth teams 
now have access to these state-of-the- 
art-facilities. 

"Local people have been able to use 
the new pitch since the summer and we 
have been thrilled with the number of 
people booking the pitches. 

This will be a great asset for West 
Dorset and a boost to local football. I 
hope these new facilities will encourage 
more people across the district to take 
up the sport." 

Scott Symes from Dorchester Town 
Youth said: "This new surface provides 
an outstanding opportunity for local 
young players to enjoy their football 
and to develop their technical ability all 
year round, whatever the weather." 

The district council secured £124,400 
from the Football Foundation to resur¬ 
face the artificial turf pitch and kick- 
start a three year programme to 
promote football in Dorchester and the 
surrounding area. Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil also provided funding for the new 
pitch. 

Funded by the Premier League,The FA 
and the Government, the Football 
Foundation is the nation's largest sports 
charity. Launched in July 2000, the 
Foundation celebrated its tenth an¬ 
niversary this summer and has so far 
supported 8,000 community sports 
projects worth £920m. 

In Dorset alone it has funded 129 
community projects worth £3.8m.

Speed sailors 
welcomed home 


LAST week saw an interesting array of 
sailors from all over the globe, including 73 
year old Fred Ball, competing in the Dakine 
Weymouth Speed Week at the Weymouth 
and Portland National Sailing Academy 
(WPNSA). 

The event started in 1973 and is the oldest 
running speed event in the world, making 
Weymouth the original home of speed sail¬ 
ing in its pure form. The official British 
Championships ensured that all possible was 
done to allow harbour records to be broken, 
by kitesurfers, windsurfers and sailors. The 
event is centred on an accurately measured 
500 metre course located in Portland Har¬ 
bour. This provides the challenge for the 
speed sailor to pit his wits against the ele¬ 
ments. 

The lack of rules provides the ideal oppor¬ 
tunity for both experts and dreamers to build 
the type of boats which, but for this event, 
would never see the light of day; competitors 
can be referred to as drivers, sailors or pilots. 
Mirabaud LX, competing in their first ever 
speed week, was designed to fly on its hy¬ 
drofoils. 2010 once again saw many return¬ 
ing racers set to take on the course with their 
new craft, undeterred by their failures and 
delighted when their good ideas worked. 

Competitors help develop the sport and 
grow it internationally, to push the limits of 
other national and world records. The course 
at Weymouth is suited to all competitors 
from boats to the kiters, so if the wind blows, 
harbour records could fall. 

Despite being held in autumn every year to 
tie in with the Winter Equinox in the pursuit 


of high winds, there were no new harbour 
records for 2010 and the record still stands 
with Anders Bringdal, who achieved a speed 
of 38.2 knots in 2008. 

The week, however, did see some exciting 
racing with trials taking part every day of the 
event and 33 knots being the highest speed 
recorded. The final standings were lsta 
place kite boarder, James Longmuir at 
33.419 knots; 2nd place Sailboat, Kevin 
Greenslade at 32.753 and; 3rd place kite 
boarder David Williams at 32.075 knots. 

John Tweed, Chief Executive at the 
WPNSA, commented: “Dakine Weymouth 
Speed Week holds a special place in the 
hearts of Weymouth and Portland residents 
as well as the speed challenging world. 
Dorset has been the chosen annual venue for 
this unique event since 1973 and interna¬ 
tional speedsters flock to the flat waters of 
Portland Harbour year on year to put their 
latest technological evolutions and experi¬ 
ments to the ultimate test. 

“This historical event with a modem devel¬ 
opmental hook will continue with the acad¬ 
emy into the next decade and beyond 
bringing the delights of speed record break¬ 
ing stars to our shores.”
